Thé magazine section of one of the metropolitan 
papers shows .the funeral of the mother of the 
king of an African nation, with many .thousands 
of savages participating. Ten of the fairest girls 
of the tribe are buriédalive with the old queen 
mother, to escort her on her voyage to heaven, and 
thousands of warriors are slain, and thousands of 
cattle, as a blood offering to appéase the gods. 
The editorial accompanying the picture states that 
we are just as foolish in many things as are these 
savages, and that is true. Not one of us out of 
fifty have money enough saved up to bury us when 
we die, so our relatives go to the bank, mortgage 
their possessions and buy rosewood coffins lined 
with silk and with silver handles, paying ‘hundreds 
of dollars, when a $5 pine box would be better 
and more sensble. We do not bury live people 
with the corpse but we bury money that hundreds 
of thousands of live people need to keep them 
alive. In New York not only the family, but the 
servants rag out in black and deep mourning 
‘when some rich person dies, and go around for 
months with crepe bands around their hats and 
coat sleeves. The servants do not care any more 
fer the dead person than the savages did who 
were murdered or buried alive. They put up a 
great show but in their hearts don"t care a rap. 
We never see anybody going around that way but 
we think they are in effect saying to the world: 
“Oh, just look at me and see how hard I can 
mourn.” - Mourning should be in the mind and 
heart, and nowhere els€, and as far as thousand 
dollar coffins are concerned, the worms eat through 
them just as readily as though made of pasteboard. 
‘Really incineration is the best way to dispose of 
the dead, and then leave the urn of ashes in the 
cemetery bulding for that purpose, and not take 
it home where it will get upset annd tracked 
around on the rugs.
